baking what accessories are to 
a plain dress or suit. They are 
the finishing touches that make 
it distinctive and more appetiz- 
ing. It hes been said that no 
one is really a good cook who 
cannot make a good sauce to 
enhance the food it comple- 
ments. 

White Sauce 

Almost any vegetable, after 
being cooked, is improved with 
a sauce of some kind. One of 
the commonest is white sauce, 


which serves as a basic recipe 


to which many flavorings can 
be. added. White sauce is made 
by blending 2 tablespoons of 
butter with two tablespoons of 
flour over low heat. To this add 
acup of milk, stirring constantly 
till it thickens. Add salt and 
pepper to taste and cook a few 
minutes more. To this you may 
add pimiento, parsley, onion, 
cheese. This is delicious on 
either fish or vegetables. 


Mustard Sauce 

A sauce which is delicious 
over hot vegetables is mustard 
gauce. For this you melt 2 table- 
spoons of butter over low heat. 
Add 1 tablespoon of prepared 
mustard, 1 tablespoon of flour, 
1 teaspoon of salt, a dash of 
pepper and stir until smooth. 
Add ™% cup of milk and stir 
until thickened. Have ready a 
beaten egg. Take a little of the 
hot mixture to thin the egg and 
add all to the sauce. Stir and 
cook for one minute. Add 2 tea- 
spoons of lemon juice and it is 
ready for your cooked vegetable. 

Horse-Radish Sauce 

For those who like the tangy 
taste of horse-radish a dressing 
ean be made by melting 3 table- 
spoons of butter over low heat. 
Add 3 tablespoons of flour, % 
teaspoon of dry mustard, and 
stir until smooth, Add gradually 
1% cups of milk, stirning con- 
stantly. Fold in % cup of well- 
drained bottled horse-radish. 
Add salt and pepper to taste. 
ise is especially good over 
broccoli, 

Swiss Cheese Sauce 

To pep up plain vegetables or 
dress up toast, try Swiss cheese 
eauce. Melt 3 tablespoons of 


butter, Stir in 1 cup of milk. Stir © 


and cook until medium thick- 
ness. Add salt and pepper to 
taste with just a dash of cay- 
enne pepper. Add % cup of 
finely chopped Swiss cheese and 
cook until cheese is melted. Stir 
in 2 teaspoons of fresh lemon 
juice. 
Tomato Hollandaise 

A tangy, sauce for either vege- 

fables or ‘fish is tomato hollan- 


daise. Combine 2 egg yolks, 1 ° 


tablespoon of tomato paste, 1 
tablespoon of vinegar, 1/16 tea- 
spoon each of salt and pepper 
and a dash of cayenne pepper. 
Stir over low ‘heat until slightly 
thickened. Beat in % cup of 
butter and cook until thick. 
Medium Tomato Sauce 

A dressing that can be used 
on rice loaf, meat or fish is 
medium tomato sauce, Sauté 2 
tablespoons of chopped onion in 
two tablespoons of butter. Add 
1 tablespoon of flour and blend 
well. Add an ll-ounce can of 
condensed cream of tomato 
soup. Add 2 teaspoons of vine- 
gar and ™% teaspoon of Worces- 
tershire sauce. Stir constantly 
until it boils.

Tomato Beef Curry 
Cooked rice is wonderful with 
tomato beef curry. For this you 
combine 1 cup of beef gravy, 1 
cup of canned tomato soup, 1 
teaspoon of curry powder and 2 
cups of diced, leftover pot roast. 

Serve it over the hot rice. 

Bacon-Cheese Sauce 
Bacon-cheese sauce is won- 
derful on almost any kind of 
hot vegetable, especially broc- 
coli, Brussels sprouts, cauli- 
flower, or spinach. For this you 
fry a slice of bacon until crisp. 
Remove from skillet and chop 
fine. Add 2 tablespoons of flour 
to the bacon drippings and stir 
until smooth over‘very low heat. 
Add % \cup of \milk and stir 


over heat until thick. Add 4 


cup of grated-cheese and a dash 
of salt and pepper. Stir until 
very smooth after adding chop- 
ped bacon, 
Hot Mushroom Sauce 
Hot mushroom sauce is deli- 


‘ cious on fish sticks. Melt 2 table- 


spoons of butter over low heat. 
Add 2 tablespoons of minced 
onion, % cup of green pepper, 
and cook slowly until soft. Add 
1 can of mushroom soup, % cup 
of water, 6 stuffed olives, and 1 
tablespoon of lemon juice. Let 
the mixture simmer slowly be- 
fore taking from fire. 
Sauce For Potatoes 

' You can ,make a sauce to 
serve over plain, boiled potatoes 
by melting % cup of butter 
over low heat and adding % 
teaspoon each of onion, garlic, 
and celery salt. Stir in % tea- 
spoon of paprika and 1 teaspoon 
of finely minced parsley, 

Penuche Sauce 

Desserts can be dressed up 
with sauces also, Penuche sauce 
is delicious over ice cream, 
squares of plain cake, or cottage 
pudding. To make this you com- 
bine 1% cups of brown sugar, 
% cup of corn syrup and % cup 
of butter in a sauce pan. Stir 
constantly over low heat until 
melted smooth. Remove from 
heat and add % cup of sweet- 
ened condénsed milk, % cup 
chopped pecans and 1/16° tea- 
spoon of salt. 

Orange Sauce 

Equally good to serve over 
gingerbread, cake, or cottage 
pudding is orange sauce. For 
this you combine % cup of 
sugar, 1% tablespoons of corn- 
starch and ‘amteaspoon of salt 
with % cup water. Stir eon, 
stantly over low heat until it is 
thick; Remove from fire. In an- 
other dish mix % cup fresh 
orange juice, 2 tablespoons of 
fresh lemon juice, % teaspoon 
of grated lemon rind, % tea- 
spoon of grated orange rind, 
and 1 egg yolk. Add this to hot 
mixture. Return to fire and cook 
slowly until slightly thickened, 
Add 3 tablespoons of butter, 
Stir until smooth.. 

Always melt butter over low 
heat as this protects its flavor. 
When you add the other in- 
gredients, stir constantly. It is 
this stirring while cooking over 
low heat that gives a satiny look 
to sauce. You can use the same 
old dish, yet have something 
new every time you use a new 
sauce.

police are searching for a per- 
sonable young Britisher who 
discreetly hinted of his friend- 
ship with Princess Margaret and 
the Duchess of Kent. His cre- 
dentials were so impressive that 
he was treated as a V.I.P. and 
shown round the movie studios. 

He was given complimentary 
seats at important film. pre- 
mieres and went to free studio 
lunches with the stars. Gently 
he confided that Treasury fin. 


- ancial regulations placed him in 


dollar difficulties. “I have the 
run of Buckingham Palace, yet 
I can’t afford a taxi,” he wise- 
cracked before he cadged ten 
dollars. 

When his hotel bill became 
too formidable he skipped out 
of town. 

These are just two of the 
pests who prey on royalty — 
erooks and cranks only too well 
known to Superintendent Per- 
kins, the Queen’s “shadow,” and 
other security detectives. 

Fortunately, most of these 
nuisances are harmless, but they 
can cause a great deal of trou- 
ble. A prominent Washington 
hostess gossiped to her friends 
of her “secret arrangements” to 
entertain the Queen and the 
Duke of Edinburgh. 


The whole scheme existed 
only in her imagination, but 
rumours spread so swiftly that 
before long the White House 
had to issue an official state- 
ment, denying that the Queen 
and the Duke were planning to 
visit the States. 

Not long ao, the Queen Moth- 
er’s secretary nearly fell into a 
trap when he entered into nego- 
tiations via Pembroke College, 
for Her Majesty’s attendance at 
the tricentenary of Selhurst 
School. 


Luckily, he took the precau-- 


tion of checking the history of 
the school through another 
source, despite the impressive 
printed\.note-paper used by the 
headmaster, 

Then the truth came to light. 
No such school existed. The 
whole thing was an elaborate 
hoax, concocted by two Pem- 
broke students! 

Something similar happened 
when the cruiser Australia was 
in the South Pacific several 
years ago with the Duke of 
Gloucester aboard. The world 
heard with a thrill that in those 
same waters the schooner Seth 
Parker had sent out a radio call 
for help. 

The Duke's ship promptly 
rushed to her aid and stood by 
for days, taking off nine of her 
crew. But the Seth Parker did 
not sink. She had.been charter- 
ed by a prominent American 
radio’ entertainer—and gradual- 
ly it became evident that the 
whole adventure had been cook- 
ed up as a publicity stunt.

It seemed a proud record and 
after the parade he was shown 
considerable hospitality by the 
Royal Horse Guards. .But an 
officer noticed he was wearing 
the medals in the wrong order 
and they were none too clean. 


Eventually he came under po- 
lice questioning. He had never 
served in a campaign and. had 
no right to wear any of.the me- 
dals. In fact, he, had bought 
most of them from pawnshops! 

It often takes sharp eyes to 
save the Queen from embarrass- 
ment. During a royal visit to 
Nottingham an elderly woman

Grilling is the exceptionally 
high temperature encountered 
at great depths. The overburd- 
en pressure—that is, the weight 
of the earth—at this record 
depth is approximately 20,500 
pounds per square inch.

The mud not only cools 
the hole, but also brings up drill 
bit cuttings. The mud weight is 
now over 18 pounds per gallon, 
It has to be thickened constant- 
ly to maintain a hydrostatic 
head to counteract the forma- 
tion pressure. 

“We think we can operate. at 
a bottom hole temperature of 
up to 370 degrees with our pre- 
sent mud system,” Mr. Hill de- 
clared. “If it gets much hotter 
than-that we will end up mak- 
ing bricks out of the mud at 
the bottom of the hole.” 

Nearly $2,000,000 has already 
been spent to drill to the record 
depth, $446,000 of which went 
for mud,

The operations of 
Dieppe’ and Hong Kong are 
described more fully than in any 
previous account, 


This volume is based upon 
more ‘thorough research than 
was possible in the case- of 
Colonel Stacey's earlier “Offi- 
elal Historical Summary". The 
Canadian Army 1939-46, which 
won a Governor-General’s award 
im 1948. It is the product of ex- 
haustive irivestigation in Cana- 
dian, Allied and enemy records. 


Born in Toronto, Colonel C. 
P. Stacey is a graduate of the 
University of Toronto, and later 


studied at Oxford and Princeton. 


Before the Second World War 
he was a member of the History 
Department of Princeton Uni- 
versity. He is the author of 
“Canada and the British Army, 
1846-1871" (1936) and “The Mili- 
tary Problems - of Canada” 
(1940), and has written numer- 
ous articles and pamphlets on his- 
torical and military subjects. He 
has also done historical broad- 
easting. In 1948 he published 
“The Canadian Army, 1939-45:

Bloodhounds* 
On The Trail! 


“Old Boston,” leader of/a pack 
of Oklahoma bloodhounds. had 
tracked down more than a\hun- 
dred criminals. Now, 
age, he found it hard to keep 
patient, especially with voung 
policemen. 

If his handler could not keep 
pate while out on the trail,. he 
would turn on him, almost 
testily. Once the old dog broke 
away on a hot scent, his hand- 
lers lost him and he was gone 
all night. He limped home early 
the next morning, thoroughly 
disgusted. He had tracked his 
quarry all right, and had chased 
him till the man took refuge 
in a tree. 

All night long 
there, and every so often “Old 
Boston” looked round = and 
growled disgustedly because no 
policemen came. At _ length, 
when daylight game and nobody 
had arrived to finish the job, 
“Oid Boston” ‘got fed up and 
went home. t 

The bloodhound has ~ been 
bred ih England since before 
the Norman Conquest. With his 
heavy shoulders, deeply fur- 
rowed mask and bloodshot eyes 
he looks fierce and formidable, 
but he is, in fact one of the 
sweetest natured dogs. He was 
given the name bloodhound, not 
because he was out for blood, 
but because he was a blooded 
hound, an animal of highly 
selective breeding. 

It has been suggested that the 
bloodhound would be more suit- 
able for police work if he were 
hardier. Experiments were 
made to produce a cross be. 
tween the bloodhound and the 
rough-coated otterhound. When 
the puppies had grown ,suffi- 
ciently they. were put on trial 
with a good deal of success, and 
it is hoped that a breed will be 
evolved with all the stamina of 
the otterhound, plus the won- 
derful scenting powers of the 
bloodhound. 

Even when unable to lead di- 
rectly to the criminal, the blood- 
hound can sometimes indicate 
a valuable clue. Some years ago, 
a hound was brought to an 
English country house where 
there had been a burglary. 

He ambled round the garden 
and suddenly picked up a scent. 
With tail wagging furiously, he 
sniffed His way to a clump of 
bushes .and then, thoroughly 
pleased with himself, looked up 
at his handler. Under the bush

Farmer Nuns 
Raise Goats 


Almost everyone is acquaint- 
ed with cows called “Betsy” 
and “Clara,” but in the moun- 
tains north of Montreal are 
some goats with far more im- 
aginative names. 

“Cascade,” “Blanchette” and 
“Nougatine” are members of a 
herd carefully tended by a 
young woman who wears a blue 
cotton apron over the habit of 
a nun. The cloistered sisters of 
the Benedictine priory at Mont 
Laurier, Quebec, make goat- 
raising a profitable enterprise. 

The milk is rich and provides 
good butter and cream. Light, 
digestible cheese is being made 
on an experimental basis. The 
Benedictine order is already 
famous for chocolate - making 
and some day these cloistered 
sisters hdpe to develop a new 
chocolate made with the milk 
from their goats. Quite apart 
from milk, the meat from 
young kids is delicate and the 
resourceful nuns hope to be 
able to tan kidskin. 

Behind the main building of 
the priery.at Mont Laurier is 
land running back to. river- 
bank. There, this progressirze 
group of women turn from 
their prayers to operate a high- 
ly efficient farm. They keep 
about 500 hens, grow fruits and 
vegetables — and raise oats. 

The priory’s meticulously- 
clean goathouse has stalls for 
25 milking goats. In a corner, 
a wooden platform equipped 
with a neck-yoke is where 
“Nougatine” and her _ sisters 
take turns munching from a 
pail of oats while being milked. 
On the wall hangs a chart re- 
cording the milk given by each 
member of the herd, for these 
nuns are business-like farmers. 

Along the river bank is the 
goat pasture. The grass is thick 
and the land rich, but not be- 
cause nature made it that way. 
These farmers in blue aprons 
are completely up-to-date on 
agricultural methods. Their al- 
kaline soil last fall was treat- 
ed with limestone and this 
spring will be enriched by 
growing clover and _ alfalfa. 
Their pasture flourishes with 
the help of modern chemical 
fertilizers, scientifically applied 
to meet the needs of the soil. 

After these lucky goats have 


grazed their fill, their thrifty 
keepers protect the’ grass by 
driving the herd into a “loung- 
ing area” where “Cascade,” 
“Blanchette” and the others 
take their ease, . nibbling on 


straw and making milk. At sun- 
down, the goats with the quaint 
names quietly obey the young 
nun’s call and file into the goat- 


house with its whitewashed 
stalls. 

Fruits and vegetables grown 
on the priory farm are care- 
fully) chosen for their food 
valye A special variety of 
black raspberry is cultivated 
because it is high in vitamins. 
The henhouse is a mode! of ef 
ficiency. It is not. so surpris- 
ing then, to s@ee these secluded

Was It A Curse - 
Or Coincidence? 


His real name was Rodolpho 
d’Antonguolla. He was an Itali- 
an immigrant to the U.S.A. who 
at one time worked as a dish- 
washer and found his way into 


police records as a petty 
racketeer. 

He is remembered to-day as 
Rudolph Valen famed 


through the world as the per- 
fect lover in the era of the si- 
lent. screen. 

He became a dancing partner, 
a chorus boy, a Hollywood ex- 
tra; and few his part in the 
film that brought him fame he 
thought himself well paid at 
$15 a day. 

When he died, aged thirty- 
one, nearly thirty years ago, 
some 100 people were injured 
in hysterical riots at the funer- 
al parlour, Because of the fear 
that harm might be done, a wax 
effigy, it is rurnoured, was sub- 
stituted for the corpse. 

Now, amid the legends that 
have gathered around Valenti- 
no's name, one strange story 
survive and seems to have a 
sinister and murderous life of 
its own. 

Addicted to superstitious bau- 
bles, he always wore a platinum 
slave bracelet on his wrist and 
one day noticed in the window 
of a San Francisco trinket shop 
a ring that closely matched it. 
With a semi-precious stone sur- 
rounded by beaten silver of fa- 
miliar Oriental pattern, the ring 
exerted a peeulier facsination 
on the sleek-haired star of the 
silent days. 

The shopman told him it was 
a lucky ring that had brought 
fortune and fame. But he 
warned him that the ring might 
prove equally unlucky and al- 
so had a record of murder and 
assault. 

This gimmick undoubtedly put 
up the price — for no doubt the 
shopman recognized his custom~ 
er as Valeéntitio, then at the 
height of his fame. He bought 
the ring and wore it in his next 
film, “The Young Rajah,” and 
the movie was such an appal- 
ling flop that it resulted in a 


two-year absence from _ the 
screen for him. 
He scarcely wore the ring 


again until] he used it as a cos- 
tume prop for “The Son of the 
Sheik.” This was to prove the 
last picture he ever made. 

‘lhree weeks after he finished 
it he went to New York for a 
holiday — and he was wearing 
the ring when he suffered an 
acute attack of appendicitis 
from which he subsequently 
died. 

Weeping hysterically, film 
star Pola Negri cellapsed by the 
coffin. She chose the ring as a 
keepsake from among , Valen- 
tino’s. persona) trinkets, vowing 
she would cherish ii until they 


inet again 

There followed tor Pola a 
period of ill-health -and mis- 
fortune that threatened her 
fame in the movie firmament. 
But she met a Valentino, soon- 
er than she thought 

Or at least she met Russ Co- 
lombo, who was almost the 
dead film star's dcuble. Russ, 
too, Was winning the feminine 
helrts of America, running neck 
and neck with Bing Crosby 
and Rudy Vallee in the crooner 
stakes. And when Pola was in- 
troduced to him in person it 
was with a thrill of recognition 
that she saw another Valen- 


tino 
They were teamed torether in 


picture work and the actress 
tried to take the newcomer 
under her wing, coaching him 
through the Hoilywood maze 
She gave him Rudoiph’s ring 
with the remark, “From one 
Valentino t« another” . but 
the jinx was. listening! 

That same week Russ Colom- 
bo was killed in @ motoring ac- 
cident Again the morbid 
crowds attempted to make a 
Valentino holiday out of his 
funeral. Again Pola wept.

Russ’s cousin gave the ring to 
the man whom he knew had 


been Russ’s best friend, the 
singer Joe Casino. He, , was 
in his heyday of pop ity —~ 


and taking no chances on the 
ring’s evil reputation. 

Instead, he kept it under 
glass on his mantelpiece as a 
memento of his dead friend. At 
one time he was pressed to do- 
nate the ring to a museum of 
Valentino relics, but Joe Ca- 
sino refused, insisting that he 
treasured it on sentimental 
grounds, 

Perhaps with the passing of 
time the aura of wickedness 
around the ring became for- 
gotten, He wore the ring and a 
week later, with the tragic 
circlet on his finger, he was 
killed by a truck. 

The newspapers were imme- 
diaely hot on the trail of the 
tragic coincidence. Joe’s bro- 
ther asserted that if only Joe 
had given the ring away he 
would have been alive andavell. 
But he decided that he could 
not be intimidated by a ghost 
and at last he wore the ring. 

Nothing happened. 

The ring was lent to a collec- 
tor of Valentino relics. He, too, 
seems to have escaped un- 
scathed, But one night the Los 
Angeles police shot and killed a 
burglar named James Willis— 
and the prized Valentino ring 
was found in his loot. 

A curse—or coincidence? 

It was noted that all the act- 
or’s exotic costumes, which 
were carefully stored by a mo-~- 
vie studio for years, brought 
nothing but bad luck to actors 
who wanted them for pictures 
of their own. 

Ti Hollywood. producer 
Edward lL decided to make 
a film based on Vatentino's life, 
His choice was Jack Dunn, 
formerly the skating partner to 
ice star Sonja Henie, 

Like Russ Colombo, Jack Dunn 
bore an astonishing resemblance 
to Valentino. To show just how 
great that resemblancé was, he 
dressed up in Valentino’s clothes 
for a film test... and wore the 
hoodoo ring. 

He was only twenty-one years 
old, and ten days later he died of 
a rare blood disease called tula- 
remia. This is a disease of rabbits 
but infection can be spread into 
the, hands by persons skinning 
rabbits,. With this clue, scientists 
examined the jinx ring. . but it 
bore no tularemic traces. 

Jack Dunn was the last man to 
wear the Valentino ring. After 
the tragedy it was rushed out. of 
sight. 

But still there was a sequel, It 
came in a daring daylight raid 
on a bank in Los Angeles when 
the thieves succeeded in getting 
away with a record $200,000 haul. 

Three people were injured in 
a subsequent shooting affray 
when two of the hold-up gang 
were caught. The ringleader, Al- 
fred Hahn, was ultimately jailed 
for life

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Soon Be Time 
All things must end some- 
time, even this, in many parts of 
Canada, the coldest winter in 


’ three-quarters of a century. Very 


shortly now we can expect to 
limber up muscles and get out 
into the sunshine and the gar- 
den, But before we take up the 
rake, there is a pleasant inter- 
lude before the fire with a good 
seed icatalogue and perhaps a 
pencil and a sheet or two of 
paper. 

Planning a garden, of course, 
is not absolutely necessary. Some 
lucky people, with a particular. 
ly green thumb, perhaps can get 
along without any planning at 
all, But for the average persons, 
some planning ahead is recom. 
mended by the experts and this 
preliminary planning can be a 
very pleasant way of putting in 
the time. It will also repay many 
times in a much better garden, 
more beautiful, and more use- 
ful and one that requires much 
less effort. 

Keep It Simple 

Only an expert should attempt 
a forma] garden and most of the 
experts are too wise to try. Suff 
rows and square beds, under very 
rare conditions, may make an 
impressive show but if carried 
out in the small home garden, 
at best, they look awkward and 
out of place. It is far better to 
have the garden lay-out simple 
and informal with clumps rather 
than straight rows, and wavy 
edged beds with lots of variety. 

‘For the centre and fore- 
ground nothing is better than a 
good lawn. On city lots this may 
only be a few square yards. The 
grass however sets off the whole 
layout and it should lead up to 
the flower garden with possibly 
shrubs or trees or a vine-covered 
trellis or fence in the back- 
ground, or as a division between 
say a kitchen garden plot at the 
rear 

Shrubs and flower borders may 
be used to line driveways and 
fences, Against the house tiself, 
but at least a foot or so in frofit, 
one can plant groups of shrubs 
or taller flowers. A winding path. 
disapearing behind shrubbery or 
trees, will add attraction. 

In the flower garden or border 
the informal or clump planting is 
continued, Rather than. setting 
out in rigid rows, one should 
plant groups of various flowers 
with the little things like alvs- 
sum, dwarf nasturtiums, lobelias 
and so °n, in front, taller zin- 
nias, petunias, asters towards 
the centre and geally tall flowers 
such as cosmos, hollyhocks, mari- 


golds and delphiniums at the 
rear. 

Tough Ones First 
Most conveniently growing 


things in Canada divide them- 
selves into three main groups. 
There are the hardy types that 
cannot be planted too early, pro- 
vided of course, the soil is ready 
and fit to work. These are not 
afraid of frost. Next come the 
biggest group of all, the semi- 
hardy. They will stand a little 
frost but they do not like it and 
it is best not to sow or set out 
unti: we are almost certain that 
spring has really arrived. In the 
third category are the softies, 
plants, seeds, roots or bulbs that 
will not stand frost at all. Noth- 
ing is gained by putting these 
things in the ground until the 
soil is really warm and summer 
is just around the -corner. 

At this season, of course, we 
need concern ourselves only with 
the first and extremely hardy 
group of plantings. In the warm- 
er parts of Canada we can plant 
these before the end of March 
Of course we must wait until the 
frost is out and the mud has 
dried up reasonably. It never 
does to start working soil in anv 
case while it is still soggy and

No doctor could help 
him because they couldn't find 
out what was causing his ill- 
ness. 

He died in agony, but at the 
autopsy no unnatural cause of 
death could be found.

Working steadily, Mr. Marquez 
devised a grass. development 
technique which produced what 
the locals termed “startling” re- 
sults. He had achieved what was 
thought to be impossible, that is, 
to induce leguminous grasses to 
grow it this highly inhospitable 


soil environment, But grow they 
did. to the keen delight. of his 
university

The grateful farmers took 


round the hat and presented Mr 
Marquez with a sliver tray and 
a cash gift as a sign of their 
warm appreciation.

Last year two adventurous 
men, Ronald Gregory and Tom- 
my Brown - Hamilton, went 
shooting in the lake area. It 
was sticky hot and Gregory de- 
cided against the advice of Ham- 
ilton - Brown to have a quick 
dip. 

Gregory was swimming in a 
shallow part of the lake, no more 
than ten feet from the shore 
when he gave a shout, Hamil- 
ton - Brown saw him struggling 
as if in the grip of some: great 
underwater .creature and has- 
tily threw a rope to him. 

Gregory gripped the rope and 
Hamilton - Brown began to 
drag ieigg. out, but some force 
was holding Geegory back as if 
he were glued to 4 rock in the 
water. 

Gradually Hamilton - Brown 
found himself being drawn into 
the water. He raced with the 
end of the rope and tied tt to 
a tree, thén he had to stand by 


and see how his friend was 
dragged from the rope and 
taken under water. Gregory 


has not been seen since,

ped a 2,000-ft, plumb line It 
went rgiht down without toucn-

They swiftly sheared through 
the rope with a knife and began 
to row for the shore. Fifteen 
feet from the shore something 
grabbed the boat and jerked it 
under the water. De »Bruin and 
his companions began to swim 
for their lives, 

De Bruin reached the muddy 
shore exhausted and dragged 
himself out, then turned to look 
for his companions. 

They had vanished! Within a 
few feet of the shore something 
had caught them and dragged 
them under water! They have 
not been seen since.

Imagine having your fresh 


eggs in rectangular shells — or, 
actually without shells — eggs 


which, in all probability, will 
cost less, and will keep fresh 
longer. 


Such are the so-called “naked 
eggs,’ now being sold in 12- 
compartment plastic packets 
and tested. for consumer reac- 
tion in several selected retail 
outlets in Ithaca, N.Y. 

Even though such plastic 
containers sold at a five-cent 
premium over other types of 
cartons, they accounted/ for as 
high as 47 per cent of egg sales.

persons like to see just what 
they are buying, and are will- 
ing to pay extra for the privi- 
lege of doing so. 

The 12 compartments in the 
packet, each holding an egg, or 
two, measure two by three 
inches, and are about three- 
quarters of an inch deep. A 
machine breaks open the eggs 
and drops them into the indi- 
vidual compartments, which 
are then sealed by a machine 
with strong film. No hands 
touch the eggs at any time. 

The new gshell-less eggs pro- 
vide many advantages beyond 
settling the “egg-old” question 
of which are best—the brown- 
shelled or the white - shelled 
variety. The plastic “shells” are 
perfectly transparent’ and tolor- 
less. 

The 12-egg packet occupies 
about half the refrigerator space 
of the conventional divided 
cardboard carton which it is de- 
signed to replace. 

Egg breakages are cut to 
“zero,” since they've already 
been broken 

The new package also offers 
a real opportunity for increased 
sales Of Peeerree eggs, for. two 
of these may be plated in each 
compartment, thus making 
“double-yolked”" egg available 
to consumers at about the large- 


egg price. Normally, pee-wees 
are more difficult to sell for 
home use than medium. or large 
eggs, 


Although the “naked eggs” 
can be kept without refrigera- 
tion, they will remain fresh 
longer if refrigerated, accord- 
ing to Prof. L. B, Darrah, of 


Cornell University, who devel- 
oped the idea. 
There's also the added con- 


venience of not having to dis- 
pose of egg shells, and the 
housewife’s work is streamlined 
still further by her ability to 
boil or poach the egg right in 
the sealed plastic containers. 
After cooking, the top film is 
removed, and the eggs may be 
eaten right from the container, 
thus saving dishes. 

When the eggs are separated 
for cakes. icings, or souffles, 
the whites may be drained off 
merely by cutting a hole in the 
top of the compartment. The 
eggs must be removed from the 
container, however, for frying 
or scrambling, or when they 
are used for other cooking pur- 
poses 

This new egg package is just 
one of the newest developments 
in rigid plastic containers, use 
of which, it is predicted, will 
increase from five to 10-fold in 
the next five years

‘Don’t Fence r me se in’ 
Is Slogan Here 


They seep a newspaper pic- 
ture at Kruger National Park, 
South Africa, of a large, black- 
maned African lion dozing 
dreamily on a bouncy, new in- 
ner spring mattress. It is just 
an advertising stunt for a local 
mattress compasy, of course, 
and lions in the Kruger Nation- 
al Park do not ordinarily enjoy 
such luxury. 

Nevertheless, they do come 
pretty close to a Utopian sort of 
existence which might well fig- 
ure in the dreams of other wild 
animals in less-well-sprung sur- 
roundings. 

There are no fences there 
for the. lion, elephant, or giraffe. 
There are no cages, no white 
hunters with barking rifles, no 
native poachers with silent, poi- 
gsened arrows. Thousands of Af- 
rican wild ,animals live by the 
simple law of the wild. And 
the rangers’ only task is to pro- 
tect them. 

Some people call this the “zoo 
without bars.” But it is not even 
that. It is simply a 200-mile-long 
slice of Africa up to 60 miles 
wide decreed untouchable in an 
industrializing “fiation for the 
preservation of rapidly Uimin- 
ishing wildlife. 

It is a normal zoo in reverse, 
for here the visitor is “caged” 
~—- tourists may travel] the simple 
dirt tracks by closed cars, but 
must remain in them at all 
times. There are camps for night 
stops, but eyen here a curious 
elephant or lion has, and fre- 
quently takes, the right of way 
to amble through their midst. 

There is something of a gen- 
tleman’s agreement — provided 
you leave the animals alone and 
stay in your car they are harm- 
less. Rarely do they associate 
automobile smelis with human 
beings. And sometimes they lend 
a hand. There was the agitated 
motorist, for example, whose 
car stalled and refused to start 
immediately in the path of half

(1749 ~ 1832) 


a dozen notoriously bad-temper- 
ed African elephants. 

The agitation was unnecessary. 
The leading elephant gave the 
fender a nudge, and another, and 
another. As the car jerked for- 
ward the quick-thinking motor- 
ist slipped his car into gear, the 
elephant gave him another push, 
and off he went. 

Then, too, there are the rule- 
breaking tourists who leave 
their cars to snap lions 50 yards 
away, to find later when their 
films are developed that they 
include shots of another lion 
perhaps 12 feet from them, so 
well camouflaged that they never 
saw it when the photograph was 
taken. 

From the animals’ gpoint of 
view, it is all so natural here. 
The animals hawe no artificial 
fears. They have the sun and 
they find their food and drink as 
they always have. As one of the 
rangers said: “It’s just as it 
should be.” 

When you park your car in a 
glade and listen to the noises 
of the bush — a couple of hun- 
dred red buck champing softly, 
the footfalls of a herd of zebra, 
the treetops gossip of a pair of 
monkeys, the rustle as a haughty 
buffalo arches his neck the bet- 
ter to look you over — the free- 
dom and peace of it all sweep 
over you. 

So unafraid are many of the 
animalS™¢aat while hippos and 
crocodiles rere near water, 
according to the rangers, lions 
will often sit on the road edge 
watching the cars go by. And of 
our own experience we know 
the graceful impala buck put 
out “school patrols” to make sure 
everyone gets across the “street” 
safely. 

Lions are the most sought- 
after animals, and it is said that 
some. of the younger visitors go 
to sleep at night counting lions 
instead of sheep. By all accounts, 
the lions are getting so used to 
the tourists that the one on the 
mattress in that newspaper pho- 
tograph may have been going to 
sleep counting cars.

Thick liquids and syrup, such 
as molasses, corn syrup, or 
honey, should be poured into the 
spoon or cup from the container 
or from another spoon. If the 
cup has already been used to 
measure shortening or water, 
the syrup will empty out readi- 
ly. Do not dip a measuring spoon 
into sticky liquids for too much 
will cling to underside of spoon, 
causing overmeasurement or 
waste.

Dark-eyed Melinda had both 
the Asquiths and the Astors 
speaking up for her in public. 
She also fooled Sir Winston 
Churchill's son, Randolph. None 
suspected that she, herself, was 
a double-dealer, perhaps the 
cleverest of the lot. 

Society swells rushed to Me- 
linda’s defense following the. 
flight to Russia of her husband 
Donald, one-time head of the 
American Department of the 
British Foreign Office, with his 
friend and fellow diplomat-spy, 
Guy Burgess. 

“Don’t Malign Melinda,” was 
the watchword in the best Bri- 
tish circles.

Now that Melinda is revealed 
to be living in cozy comfort with 
her .co-conspirators in a dacha 
just outside Moscow, some of 
Britain’s most aristocratic faces 
are crimsou. To think that this 
charming girl could turn out to 
be a Communist plotter and 
renegade, too! 

Among the reddest faces is 
that of Lady Violet Bonham- 
Carter. Lady Violet is not only 
an Asquith, the daughter of a 
British prime minister, but a 
good friend to have in time of 
trouble. It was Lady Violet who 
helped Donald Maclean get his 
first job at the Foreign Office; 
she sat on the selection Board 
that tipped him for the post. 

It was Lady Violet who help- 
ed to create the picture of Me- 
linda Maclean as the poor, inno- 
cent, long-suffering wife of a 
brilliant, but egratic husband, 
who divided his time between 
alcohol and Communism.

Those who have studied the 
Maclean-Burgess case carefully 
claim that it was “demure, 
peace-loving” Melinda who had 
the nerves of steel: That either 
Donald Maclean or Guy Burgess 
would have cracked up under 
her ordeal, or taken to drink. 

And the Maclean children, in 
between Marxist-Leninist les- 
sons, can now boast to their 
Russian playmates how their 
elever mother made complete 
mugs of Lady Violet and the 
Astors. :

Either in new lawns .. ce- 
pairing, we sow grass seed early, 
Grass thrives when the weather 
is cool and damp.

We 
want some early seed that will 
germinate and grow quickly to 
provide some green and will 
also provide some shade for the 
slower germinating, finer and 
more permanent sorts.

sown alone. Of course. for very 
specialized purposes such as 
bowling or putting greens we 
may use a single variety, but 
for ordinary lawn, mixtures are 
best.

This permits the roots to go 


down easily and- well, and it 
giso holds moisture and absorbs 
sunshine. If one can dig the soil 
easily, if it crumbles when dug, 
rather than packs, we simply 
make it more open by digging 
in manure, or green mulch like 
grass clippings, weeds or a cover 
crop of rye or oats or buck- 
wheat or almost anything that 
will eventually decompose and 
mix with the soil. 

If, on the other hand, our gar- 

den is sandy, we follow almost 
the same course and dig in lots 
of green stuff and manure to 
provide some body and water 
holding ability/ . 
’ Of course one does not create 
ideal garden. soil overnight or 
even) over one. season. It may 
take ‘a_year or so, particularly, 
if the original is hard syb-soil 
clay or something similar. In 
this connection it would be ad- 
visable to speed matters with an 
application of one of the soil 
conditioners now on the market, 
These will open up even the 
toughest clay if applied proper- 
ly. The main thing with garden 
soil, as with regular farming 
operations, is to keep plowing 
or digging ir all the vegetable 
refuse we can get hold of. It is 
also an excellent idea to have 
a compost heap. 


Fined For Tooting 
His Own Horn! 


Andre Dubois, the Paris Pre- 
fect of Silence, had better look 
to his laws to see that there are 
no loopholes in them. I have to 
report an-alarming development. 

While Prefect Dubois has 
banned the automobile horn 
from Paris, it is still the law in 
England that every car must 
have fitted to it an instrument 
capable of giving audible warn- 
ing of its approach. The other 
day this law led to a strange 
occurrence in a Yorkshire court. 
And that in turn led to a new 
legal ruling about automobile 
horns. In effect this ruling is 
that legally the horn is the in- 
strument itself or casing and 
not the noise that comes out 
of it. 

If this should also prove to 
be the law in Paris, the, most 
formidable disturbance could 
ensue, Were Parisians to learn 
how to produce a sound like 
that of @&m automobile horn. 
without any mechanical imetr- 
menj they could hoot with im- 


punity. I leave the consequence . 


to M. Dubois’ imagination. 

For that is what Mr. John 
Lawrie Brown learned to do— 
he learned to make a noise like 
an electric horn without ac- 
tually having an electric horn. 
He did not, however, hoot with 
impunity. 

Mr. Brown in fact was’ pre- 
sented before the magistrates 
at Dronfield charged with hav- 
ing no warning’ instrument 
fitted to his truck.

No one has been so hounded 
by rumours of romance as Yvon- 
ne de Carlo, Hollywood star of 
two dozen Eastern films.

Most Beautiful Girl In The 
World” and cast in “Salome, 
Where She Danced,” gossip 


writers have talked about De 
Carlo and “the men in her life.” 
That makes twelve years of ru- 
mour and counter-rumour.

Now, to the wide-eyed sur- 


‘prise of her family and close 


friends, she’s married to one of 
the few men in filmdom with 
whom her name has never been 
linked—stuntman Bob Morgan. 
Says De Carlo: “We love and 
understand one another. We 
like the same things and we 
have the same friends.” 


Through the years of gossip . 


and rumour Yvonne de Carlo 
has seldom been silent. 
oh récérd as saying some very 
hings about 
men, romance and marriage. 
But the truth is that very sel- 
dom has De Carlo really said 
what was in her mind. 

She has stuck her tongue in 
her cheek and said startling 
things partly to shut up prying 
questioners. 

In 1943, when De Carlo was 
an unknown actress under con- 
tract to the Paramount studio— 


.“T was the girl stooge when di- - 


rectors wanted to. test new 
young, actors,” she told me once 
—-there came the public an- 
nouncement of her first romance. 

“Yvonne de Carlo,” ran the 
story, “and John H. Kiser, en- 
gineer in the Merchant Marine, 
yesterday announced their en- 
gaement ... she met him while 
touring with a dance unit in 
Colorado and told him to look 
her up if he ever came to Holly- 
wood.” 

That romance faded pretty 
quickly. Yvonne de Carlo was 
then twenty. Two years later 
everyone at first believed a 
story that she had secretly mar- 
ried millionaire oil and film 
chief, Howard. Hughes. It was 
untrue--like the other rumours 
that practically stumbled over 
themselves during the next few 
years.

“I'm 
going to marry the first man to 
fly to the moon—because he 
could take me some place I’ve 
never been before,” said De 
Carlo. 

Also: “The fact is, I get less 
and less fond of the idea of 
marriage. I want freedom and 


. independence.” That crack -real- 


ly showed how firmly the. De 


Carlo tongue was in the De 
Carlo cheek, 
For over the -past twelve 


years, Yvonne de Carlo has 
wanted to marry—but she has 
realized how risky it can be in 
show business, with its high 
divorce rate. Her family and 
friends have known how 
seriously she has thought of 
marriage and how irritating she 
has found the rumours. 

Names such as Juan Fern- 
andez (rich .Uruguayan), the

As a child it seemed me that 
the deepening mark of a horse's 
hoof on the thawing soil was the 
symbol of our favourite- season. 
As the horses named Ned and 
Fred were ied to the watering 
tank shortly after dawn, their 
winter - grown hooves clattered 
against the flinty barnyard, but 
if by mid-morning their feet be- 
ban to sink into the mud it was 
almost a sure sign that Grand- 
father and Father would be 
spending the day in the “sugar 
camp.” 

The “camp” was about a half- 
mile from our house, and‘it con- 
sisted of some 20 acres and per- 
haps 300 sugar-maple trees grow~ 


ing among hundreds of beech, ° 
ash, and oak. It was Ned, the 


gentler and older horse, who 
generally had the honour of 
pulling the mudboat laden with 
sapbuckets, spiles, axes, hatchets 
and an assortment of other 
equipment necessary for the 
“opening.” 

Grandfather walked ahead as 
we moved into the weods. He 
looked over the trees with a cri- 
tical eye, touching the bark in 
what was almost a caressing ges- 
ture, examining the wounds 
from previous “tappings,” and 
sometimes he would say: “We'll 
let this one rest a year,” and 
move on \to another. He carried 
the bucket of spiles — the semi- 
tubular. spigots to be inserted 
into the trees — and Father took 
care of the boring of the holes. 

It was a great day when I be- 
came big enough to handle the 
buckets. My job was to hang 
the bucket on the little hook be- 
neath the spile. “Hang it straight, 
son,” Grandfather would say. 
“By tomorrow morning that 
bucket will be brimming full. If 
it isn’t level, we'll lose good 
sap.” 

It wasn’t easy to carry the 
heavy wooden buckets — made 
heavier for Father's soaking 
them in a nearby stream for 
several days, so they wouldn’t 
leak. Later, we .purchased metal 
buckets, and they were easier 
to handle, but they rusted easily. 

Making the rickety building, 
or “boiling room,” ready for use 
was-not an easy task, but the 
anticipated pleasures made it 
worth while. It could hardly be 
called a building at all; it was 
a three-sided, metal-roofed ca- 
bin with ro benches around 
two sides. In ome corner was 
the dry wood carried over from 
last season for kindling the fire. 

The “furnace” was on the 
open side of the cabin. Its hearth 
extended far back into the build- 
ing and at its opposite end — 
on the outside and built high 
enough so there was no danger 
of fire — was the brick chim- 
ney. The fire-pit was about 
eight or nine feet long and three 
feet wide,\.and dug down into 
the earth some two or three - 
A brick fire wall was builf up 
along the side of the pit to a 


level of about two feet above.

The gigantic metal boiling pan, 
divided into sections, rested on 
top of the fire walls and it was 
into this that we poured the sap

fire wall and, in-the chimney 
where the squirrels and ground- 
hogs had burrowed. 

Early in the morning, before 
Néd’s hooves would wound the 
tender grass roots or the run- 
ners of the mudboat cut into the 
wagon paths, we would make the 
rounds to empty the buckets of 
“sugar water” into the large 
barrel anchored to the mudboat. 
Most of the buckets would be 
full, capped with a thin film of 
ice. Here and there the night- 
time chill had crept up on a 
tree in the eager act of giving 
up its sap and had frozen gro- 
tesque tongues and lower lips 
around the spiles. Sucking these 
sugary icicles oftentimes slowed 
but it 
was a delightful premonition of 
even sweeter delicacies. 

When the sap was poured into 
the evaporator (always in the 
compartment nearest the open 
hearth of the furnace) it could 
be “made off” in one of three 
ways, depending upon the length 
of time it was boiled and the 
handling it was given: molasses, 
taffy, or maple sugar. The choice 
you made depended upon such 
practical questions as: Were you 
looking ahead to a_ winter's 
breakfast with hot biscuits 
drowned in golden syrup or were 
you thinking of an evening: of 
young-laughter around a “taffy- 
pull” or a maple sugar “stir- 
off?” 

In any case golden syrupy 
molasses were the base product 
out of which grew countless 
moments of social and culinary 
pleasure. But these later mo- 
ments were no more pleasure- 
able than those attending the 
days and nights of activity in 
the cabin around the roaring 
fire, amid. the sweet and steamy 
fragrance of the boiling “sugar 
water.” 

Eggs boiled in the foaming 
evaporator, potatoes baked in 
the. hot ashes at: the hearth of 
the flaming furnace, bacon and 
ham and even an occasional 
chicken cooked on coals raked 
out on the dirt floor — these 
became the tasty dishes around 
which a “sugar-camp picnic” 
was centered. 

Then, late in the evening 
there was the quiet contempla- 
tion ofthe crackling fire, the 
low hiss of the boiling water, 
and the rustle of wind in the 
trees. “A little more wood,” 
Father would say, and we'd face 
into the darkness toward the 
woodpile. 

Outside the range of the fire 
and away from the circle of 
loved ones, we would feel a 
sudden chill of fear as we peer- 


~ed into thé blackness of a frosty 


night. But we stumbled on — 
and happily — for the mud 
around the woodpile was now 
almost rigid and unyielding: to- 
morrow would be another excel- 
lent “sugaring” day. 

Now and then the evening 
freeze did not come, however, 
and-the spiles dripped all night 
— some slowly as if with reluc- 
tance, others in a near-unending 
stream with each swift drop 
clutching at the one ahead. But 
when it did not freeze at night 
— “Ned will sink this morning,” 
Grandfather would say — we 
knew the sugar-making season 
was ending. 

The warm days came and 
stayed, fusing with warm nights, 
one after the other — each 
blending with the one ahead — 
as sweet drops of maple sap 
dripping relentlessly into a 


third to one-quarter of their 
normal daily intake at break- 
fast, are less inclined to pile 
up dreaded extra calories at 
other meals and in soda fountain 
snacks,

The story of trade in fruits 
and vegetables as between Can- 
ada and the United States can 
best be titled “The Trickle vs 
The Torrent:’ This observation 
is prompted by the resolution 
passed by the Vegetable Grow- 
ers’ Association of America at 
their annual convention and by 
statistics for the first nine 
months of 1955 


Before we examine the reso- 


lution of the V.G.A. of A. let us 
check the statistics. In the first 
nine months of 1955 Canada 
imported fresh fruits and vege- 
tables to a value of $86,973,273, 
a gain of $5,518,023. over the 
same period in 1954. In the 
same nine months Canada ex- 
tables to a value of $10,621 457, 
a decline of $1,739,099 over the 
same period in 1954. The gain 
in the adverse balance was 
therefore $7,257,122. 

Further examination of the 
records show that imports of 
fresh fruits declined $740,360 
whilst the imports of vegetables 
increased $6,258,383 for a net in- 
crease, as given, of $5,518,023.

month period are released, im- 
portations will exceed one

Big Change 

In flowers and vegetables, 
just as ,with cars and radios 
there has been steady improve. 
ment over the years. Our grand- 
parents would hardly recognize 
some of the things that they 
would see in the gardens of to- 
day. They may have thought 
they had brilliant blooms in 
flowers and mouth watering 
quality in vegetables; but there 
is just no comparison with the 
range and quality available 
now. 

There are all sorts of new and 
vivid colours. We have blues, 
reds and whites that were un- 
known even a few years ago. 
We have really stringless beans 
and celery,. coreless carrots, 
sweeter corn and crisper lettuce. 
And we have more than that. 
We have certain vegetables and 
flowers today that will grow 
and mature or bloom well be- 
fore frost in Central and even 
Northern Canada that a couple 
of decades back we would hard- 
ly have daf@d-plent in Southern 
British Columbia, thé Wiagara 
Peninsula or the Annapolis Vai 
ley. We can thank the plant 
breeders for this. As they have 
given us faster growing or 
quicker maturing varieties they 
have steadily moved gardening 
farther end farther north. 


Take corn, or melons or toma- 


toes, for instance, or apples, 
roses or lilies. With the only 
varieties available 25 or 50 


years ago there was not a chance 
of growing these things except 
in the very mildest parts of the 
country. Now the hardier va- 
rieties of these can be grown 
over a wide range of Canada, 
and grown well. 
First Operations 

Aside from plans and orders 
for seed and other stock, and 
those pleasant jobs can be done 
at once regardless of what the 
thermometer says, there are 
some other operations which can 
start almost immediately. First 
of these will be the preparation 
of a hot-bed or window flat in 
which we start things like zin- 
nias, petunias, asters. tomatoes 
and so on for later transplant- 
ing outside.

When the tornado 
had passed he left the cellar. 
There, on the tree, shivering, 
were kis chickens — plucked 
clean of feathers but otherwise 
unharmed. 

Much the same thing has hap- 
pened to people caught in the 
open -— the tornado momentarily 
has enveloped them — and then 
passed on taking every stitch of 
clothing with it! 

Cows don’t fly — except when 
a tornado strikes. Lots of stories 
relate how cattle have been 
whisked up into the air and de- 
posited sometimes miles away— 


yet unhuri. A “twister”, picked 
up an 83-ton stee!] railway coach, 
with 117 passengers inside, and 
deposited it eighty. yards away 
without hurting anybody or do 
ing any damage! 

A tornado will.suck wells and 
ponds dry and even momentarily 
dry up a stretch of river, In 
May, 1954, a 35-foot excursion 
boat was chugging on the Lake 
o the Ozarks. Missouri, When, 
without warning, a tornado 
s,‘ooped down, tossed the boat 
upside down and sent it to the 
bottom Six passengers were 
drowned 

At Greytown / (Natal) a .tor 
nado lifted a train right off the 
line one day in January, 1950,

Invention Succeed 


It was a home-sewn slip flap- 
ping on a clothes-line that. 
turned a Toronto mother of 
three into an inventor. Several 
years ago Mrs. Audrée Brown 
designed and made a combina- 
tion bra-slip to her own specifi- 
cations of comfort-and utility. 
Today that same slip, with a 
few alterations, is on sale at a 
chain, of department stores from 
coast to coast. 

It all started when Mrs. 
Brown's weekly wash caught the 
eye of a passerby. He turned 
out to be a retail store execu- 
tive. But, though obviously in- 
terested, he didn’t place an 
order because Mrs. Brown 
wasn't a manufacturer. How- 
ever, the incident encouraged 
her to apply for a patent and 
to obtain a manufacturer for 
her design which she calls her 
“seventh rib slip”. 

The name evolved from a 
bridge or insert of fabric across 
the seventh rib which is located 
just above the diaphram. The 
inventor claims this construc- 
tion keeps the slip anchored 
firmly and prevents it from 
riding or binding. 

“I've. worn no Other slip for 
the last nine years even when 
waxing floors and washing 
walls,” Mrs. Brown says. 

Although the garment is a 
full slip as well as a bra since 
the latter is built in behind the 
bodice, there is only one set. of 
shoulder straps. These features 
permit it to be worn with a 
sheer blouse. When it comes to 
straps, Mrs, Brown is emphatic 
about adjusting them properly. 
“This is so important to a good- 
fitting slip,” she says. 

Though the bra-slip now on 
the market is similiar in prin- 
ciple to the design which first 
attracted the retail executive's 
attention, it is a far cry from it 
in appearance. The original 
model was somewhat severely 
tailored in a rather rigid type of 
woven fabric, while the latest 
version is all froth and femi- 
ninity in fluid nylon tricot and 
nylon lace. 

Since the style dispenses with 
a bra and ‘the fabric. is 40-denier 
opaque white tricot, the slip 
should be well suited for wear- 
ing in humid weather under 
light summer dresses. A’ back 


* gipper has been eliminated and 


two side inserts of rigid elasti- 
ecized fabric replaced with a 
more flexible type. 

Mrs. Brown's slip isn’t quite 
so easy to slide into as the ‘con- 
vential type, And she admits 
that it is not for women with 
broad shoulders. The size range 
at present is from 32 to 38 in 
small and medium bra sizes 
with larger ones anticipated. Be- 
cause it is more than just a slip, 
Mrs. Brown feels it should be 
tried on first. . 


A petite, pretty blond, who _ 


stands only five feet tall and 
wears a size nine, she is the 
mother of three daughters, aged 
12, 10 &hd eight. Although her 
duties as a homemaker have 
kept her away from the busi- 
ness world most of her adult 
life, her inventive mind has 
been working on two other 
ideas.

They have caught their 
mother’s enthusiasm for invent- 
ing new articles or perfecting 
old ones and frequently ask her 
if a particular idea of theirs 
could be patented.

Memory Selection: He 
wounded for our tr 
he was bruised for our iniqul- 
ties; the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed. Isaiah

The lesson gives us some of 
the details with respect te 
Christ’s suffering. We see 
Herod’s mockery as he arrayed 
Jesus in one of his robes. We 
see the taltering of Pilate. He 
admitted Jesus was innocent but 
he didn’t have the courage to 


‘acquit him. He feared for his 


own future (See John . 19:12) 
and so he delivered Jesus to be 
crucified. We see the rudeness 
and mocking of the soldiers and 
of the thief on the cross. But we 
also see how Jesus spoke peace 
to the repentant thief. We see 
how the centurion was impress- 
ed, glorifying God, saying, “Cer- 
tainly this was a righteous 
man.” We see also the kindness 
of Joseph who gave the body a 
decent burial in his own tomb, 

To get to the topic of the les- 
son we must consider the me- 
mory selection. Here as in the 
epistles written by Peter, Paul 
and John after the resurrection, 
we discover

ing of redemption. Jesus Christ 
gave himself an offering of our 
sins.

His suffering and death 
emphasize to us the enormity of 
our sin.

by five separate exhibitions of 
the artist's works. As a result 
of spontaneous cooperation of 
museums, galleries and collec- 
tors all over the world, two of 
these exhibitions, one in Am- 
sterdam and the other in Rot- 
terdam, will be larger and more 
comprehensive than any Rem- 
brandt display ever held previ- 
ously anywhere in the world. 

Both will open in the middle 
of May and be on view until 
the beginning of August. They 
will then be exchanged: that is, 
the Amsterdam collection will 
move to Rotterdam, and that 
from Rotterdam be displayed in 
the Dutch capital, 

No attempt has been made to 
put a cash value on the Amster- 
dam exhibition, because Dutch 
experts consider it will be price- 
less. The most elaborate pre- 
cautions are being taken to safe- 
guard the treasures. 

The Rembrandt Exhibition in 
the Boymans Museum in Rotter- 
dam will concentrate on draw- 
ings and sketches, many of 
which have been garnered from 
private collections and never 
before been on public show. 
These sketches will be so ar- 
ranged as not only to. give an 
insight into the care taken by 
the master in preparing his ma- 
jor works but alee to show how. 
his style matured and Yriellewed 
during the years. 5 

It was not to be expected that 
Rembrandt's own house in Am- 
sterdam, which is already a 
delightfully contemporaneous 
storehouse of memories of the 
master, would be forgotten for 
this birthday celebration. Situ- 
ated in the heart of the capital, 
it will display from May 17 to 
Oct. 20 original drawings, re- 
productions and engravings of 
the city in which Rembrandt 
lived and worked for so long. 
To give ‘realit, to the display, 
there will also be photographs 
showing that those places much 
frequented by Rembrandt look 
like today. 

Fortunately for the organizers 
of this Rembrandt Year, the 
Dutch artist was a prolific work- 
er. As one Dutch businessman 
has put it: “Rembrandt surely 
was the pioneer of today’s Dutch 
campaign of productivity  in- 
crease.” 

So in addition to the large 
number of the artist's works 
being displayed in the three ex- 
hibitions already mentioned, 
there are two others with a 
special appeal. 

One of these is to be in Rem- 
brandt’s home town of Leyden, 
where the Municipal Museum 
will house. a specially sélected 
collection of paintings and 
drawings loaned by enthusiasts 
who felt that his birthplace 
must not be overshadwoed by 
the exhibitions on view in the 
large cities. This will also con- 
tain works by his contempor- 
aries.

Lastly, in the Teyler’s Mu- 
seum in Haarlem, the home of 
that other spectacular Dutch 
Master, Frans Hals, there is to 
be an exhibition of etchings and 
drawings of Rembrandt and his 
pupils. 

Other features of the Rem- 
brandt Year will be a special 
postage stamp, lecture courses 
for school children as well as 
foreigners living in Holland, and 
concerts devoted to music of the 
Rembrandt period, 


Tooth-brush Makes 
Good Cleaning Aid 


The demanes of the ‘modern 
home call for a housewife to be 
a “Jack of all trades.” It’s a 
frequently heard complaint, 
from the woman of the house, 
that the little irritating jobs are 
the greatest consumers of time 
and energy. 


One of the handiest helpers 
in the home is the family’s old 
tooth-brushes. After their tenure 
of office in the bath-room, tooth- 
brushes have a whole new life 
ahead of them as cleaning 
agents. Proof of this is a recent 
survey on the care and uses of 
tooth-brushes which lists 222 
different jobs they can perform 
with G8 d efficiency. One of 
the reasons iS that the nylon 
bristles are so strong and long- 
lasting. Four people questioned 
in the survey complained that 
nylon bristle brushes just 
wouldn't wear out. The 222 uses 
were not confined to house 
cleaning, but many of them were 
directed towards cleaning tasks 
around the home. 


The advantages of a _ tooth- 
brush -for cleaning toasters or 
sewing machines is fairly well 
known, There are practically no 
electrical appliances aroynd the 
home that don’t have a spot or 
corner that’s difficult to get at 
and fo clean, Frequently a tooth- 
brush is the answer. 


The mortar between the tiles 
of a fire-place is another clean- 
ing problem that lends itself 
to tooth-brush care, as do the 
tricky corners of windows, Pic- 
ture frames aré€ easily cleaned 
with a tooth-brush, while in- 
tricate-patterned silverware that 
defeats cleaning with soft 
cloths, seems to respond to the 
tooth-brush method. When it 
comes to children’s toys, the 
tooth-brush method again is 
helpful. 

Even the handle of the old 
footh-brush can be a_ helped 
around the home.

ing the aluminum horse. 


Six railroads put their heads 
together in 1954, thought up 
gome ideas as to what the train 
of the fuure should be like, and 
asked builders to produce 
wamples. The Ist spectacular re- 
sult, the Aerotrain built by Gen- 
eral Motors, was tested Thurs 
by both the New York Centra! 
and the Pennsylvania. The 
Central's run from Chicago to 
Detroit cut one hour off the 
normal five-hour trip. The 
‘Aerotrain hit 93 miles an hour 
at one point. Perhaps more im- 
portant, it rounded curves fast- 
er. 


The new coaches are hoods 
of gleaming aluminum mounted 
on steel under-carriages. They 


- weigh about half as much as 


the conventional coach, and that 
fe the key factor. They will cost 
about 40 per cent less to build 
when put into assembly-line 
production. And their Diesel en- 
gines will eat up far less fuel. 
So, while the new trains are 
edging up to the plane in the 
matter of speed, it is quite pos- 
sible their fares will edge down 
teward those of the bus. 


Robert R. Young, chairman of 
the Central, was frank about the 
plight of the trains as far as 
on service is concerned: 

called it a “dying business.” 
The train of tomorrow may be 
the answer. In addition to the 
Aerotrain, other versions are in 
the course of experimental pro- 
duction by other builders.

BALD EAGLES 


Last October two ardent Duck 
, Shooters, Sandy Stuart and Doug 
had the thrill of a 
life time. 


While crouched in. their duck 
blind early one morning they 
were startled at seeing a great 
Bald Eagle swoop down and take 
a look at their home-made de- 
coys bobbing in the water. Af- 
ter sizing up the situation and 
apparently being satisfied with 
the prospects of an appetizing 
meal (from the wooden decoys), 
the big bird pounced on. its 
choice seizing it by the head 
and making off only to have 
its breakfast jerked from its 
talons when the long anchor 
cord tightened. 


This interesting episode is re- 
lated here as it seems to tie in 


with the recent article on Bald _ 


Eagles published in “Conserva- 
tion Corner” and reprinted be- 
low. 

“Under legal ‘protection in 
Ontario in recent years. Bald 
Eagles have been enjoying a 
slow but steady return to some- 
thing resembling their former 
abundance. is is true in all 
but areas most densely popula 
ted by humans, yet Bald Eagles 
are ‘by no means abundant in 
Ontario, and probably never 
will be, according to District 
Forester A. J. Herridge, of the 
Ontario Department of Lands 
and Forests. 

‘Of the more than two dozen 
different kinds of birds of prey 
that occur in Ontario, only the 
Bald Eagle, and the Osprey or 
Fish Hawk are legally protect- 
ed,’ he* points out, ‘although all 
but one or two species are es- 
sentially or completely bene- 
ficial to man's interest. 


"The one large area in North 
America in which Bald Eagles 
are truly abundant is in the 
Territory of Alaska where, in 
the past, tremendous numbers 
were killed primarily because 
of their alleged depredations 
upon the salmon.

cause of the unusually high de- 
gree of popular nterest which 
attaches to these birds, they 
have been the subject of much 
study,’ Mr. Herridge points out. 


‘Interest undoubtedly was 
further aroused because early in 
the history of the United States 
the Bald Eagle was selected as 
that country’s national emblem 
by Act of Congress, June 20, 
1782, when a design for the 
national Coat-of-Arms display- 
ing the Bald Eagle was adopted. 


‘In their economic effects, the 
carrion-feeding habits of the 
Bald Eagle are considered to be 
neutral. Walter Barrows, writ- 
ing of conditions in Michigan 
some forty years ago, which 
are as true today, says,’ Mr. 
Herridge points out: ‘ “Although 
it frequently captures worthy 
prey, in open flight or by direct 
attacks, it often robs the fish 
hawk. When nothing better of- 
fers, it feeds freely upon decom- 
posing fish washed up along the 
shore, or upon carrion, in com- 
pany with the crow and the 
raven. 

“*True, it kills many rabbits, 
grouse, ducks and waterfowl] of 
various kinds, and even stoops 
to squirrels, mice and snakes; 
but on the whole it confers no 
decided benefits on the agricul- 
turist although, Gm the other 
hand, it 
jurious. On rare occasions it 
picks up a hen, usually at a 
distance from the house, and in 
the early spring it has been 
known to destroy young lambs. 
But these are not common of- 
fences.” ’ 


‘This is still essentially true in 
most of Canada and the U.S.,’ 
says Mr. Herridge. “The princi- 
pal difference is that the Bald 
Bagle’s potential for either good 
or harm is now significantly 
less than it once was, because 
of the bird’s decreased numbers. 


‘In Ontario, Bald Eagles are 
never likely to become abund- 
ant. If adequately protected, 
however, by an understanding 
and appreciative public, they 
should remain in modest num- 
bers as an integral part of this 
Province’s wildlife population. ”

Karl Schneider, Hitler's 
chauffeur, who provided the 
petrol for the Fuhrer’s funeral 
pyre, has returned from Russia, 
saying that Hitler’s head was 
sent to Moscow soon after the 
war. 

‘The heads of people who died 
violent deaths have often gone 
on strange journeys. When Mrs. 
Rukton was killed by her doctor 
husband, her head was found in 
a ravine in remote Scotland. 
“Mrs. Crippen's head was never 
found but it is believed that Dr. 
Crippen took it with him in a 
handbag when crossing to 
Dieppe and dumped it in mid- 
Channel, 

Another murderer who fav- 
oured this technique was Kate 
Webster, who killed her land- 
lady, Mrs. Thomas. She carried 
the old Lady’s head in a black 
handbag when she went to meet 
friends and later dropped the 
bag over a Thames bridge. 

Sir Vere Goold also used a 
handbag. He owed money to a 
wealthy Swedish widow, Mad- 
ame Levin, and when she press- 
ed him for it, he killed her. 

French police arrested him as 
he was coming out of a hotel 
carrying her head in a handbag. 

Some killers, moved by strange 
impulse, have preserved the 
heads of their victims. When 
Voisin killed Madame Gerard in 
Soho during the first world war 
he preserved her head and hands 
in a cask of bran. Sgt. Prey- 
vost, a French gendarme, killed 
Lenoble fer some jewellery 
which his victim had brought to 
show him. He put the dead 
man't head up the chimney 
where it was smoked dry. 

Another killer fascinated by 
heads was Madame Jabourvuski 
a Polish woman living in Paris 
in the last century, who had «a 
number of young men admirers.
